Col. Holabird spoke informally on ' 
the matter of water supply and e 
strongly recommended 'that the city ^ 
ac(|uire the exclusive and permanent 
water rights of the I.ittle Santa An- 
ita Canyon, and a thorough invest!- • 
gation of the prospect of developing I 
addditional gravity water from that f 
source. * 

Earl Topping gave figures of sur- ‘ 
face water measurements, taken on > 
a recent trip up the canon, showing 
that at least HO inches was flowing 
down the canyon and its tributaries, 
which might be greatly increased by 
tunnels or other development, and 
strongly urged that it be collected 
and piped into our water system. 

Many others spoke and while some 
doubted the quantity of water that 
might be obtained from the upper 
canyon no one <iepreeiated tlie great 
advantage and economy of more grav¬ 
ity flowing water if it could be ob¬ 
tained. 

The writer is convinced from per¬ 
sonal observation that there is a lot 
of water up there which the city 
should be using, and in self protec¬ 
tion we should ac<iuire the light to it 
now while it may lie obtained at a 
reasonable price, for it is certain to 
appreciate in value in the years to 
come. 

We believe that the bonds will sell 
at a premium, and that the estimates 
of City Engineer Mackerras are lib¬ 
eral in each item and that after the 
absolutely necessary repairs, replace¬ 
ments and extensions of the water 
system there will be sufficient money 
left to acquire the water rights of 
the canyou and some experimental 
w’ork.

To make the ear steer easily :ind 
b'lld the road closely, the front vvhet'Is 
should not he exactly [inndlel. hut 
should "toe In" sllirlitly—that i.s, the 
dist.'inee between the rims at the helKht 
of the huh should tie ahoiit one-<|imrter 
inch less at the front of the vv hei'ls 
than at the hack.

It Ims been iiroveii that Hie owner 
who drives Ids ear at average -iieeds 
of from twenty-five to tliirty-Hvi' miles 
an liotir over all sorts of roads |iiiys 
mui li more per mile for gasolim>, oil 
and tires tliari Hie driver who watches 
eoiistiintly for rough places and avoiils 
tiiem and wlio drives at a rate of 
elgliteeii to twenty miles per lioiir. A 
ear whieli is driven at a higli rate of 
speed is usually in Hie repair simp 
often, wliieli adds mueli more to the 
cost [ler mile of openition.

Measures Wear of Roads. 

one one-thousiindth of an incli. In 
order to form a base to which meas¬ 
urements can be referred from year 
to year, brass plugs are set In the 
[lavement where readings are desired. 
Uef.dings are taken by resting the 
betiring plates on the road's surface 
and allowing the [ilunger to rest on 
Ihtt base plate of tlie pi:'g. The In¬ 
strument Is plumbed with the aid of 
a level and the .siiaiiner bar is held 
parallel tn the center line of the road. 
Other readings may tie taken with the 
bar at rigid angles to the center line 
of the road. 

An important advantage of this In¬ 
strument is that accurate data can bn 
acquired rapidly tind without Inter¬ 
rupting traffic. The tiase [date in the 
pavement is protected between read¬ 
ings by covering it with cotton waste 
and- topping wltJi putty.
